The township assessors, the county 
assessor and the board 
of 
rev iew 
hav e just been complimented, both 
by the word and the deed of the 
Board of Tax Commissioners, as set 
forth in a notification 
receiv ed 
by 
Auditor 
Holden. 
The 
notification 
say s the auditor may 
proceed 
to 
make up the tax duplicates, as the 
State Board has found no need of 
any change in the tax ation figures re­ 
ported from Rush county . 
The fact is a matter of pleasure 
to the assessors, and to the board of 
rev iew, since it places the sanction 
of the State upon their work. 
Also, 
in definite language, the county ’s tax 
officers are thanked for their careful 
ex ecution of the State board’s ad­ 
v ices touching the slightly altered 
process of assessment this y ear. 
The policy of assessing all person­ 
al property , money and notes includ­ 
ed, at full v alue, and of allowing a 
discount of twenty -fiv e per cent is 
the change which caused numerous 
other Indiana counties to hav e their 
figures literally torn to shreds 
and 
recast by the State board. 
Instead 
of following the new rule fully two- 
thirds of the counties somehow split 
the difference between it and the old 
procedure, or else disregarded the 
order entirely . The results were mix ­ 
tures of figures, which 
the 
State 
board rev ised, and which, in turn, ne­ 
cessitated a great amount of 
w’ork 
for respectiv e county auditors. 
In 
the assessment of banks the disre­ 
gard of the new arrangement show­ 
ed up perhaps more plainly than any ­ 
where else, many banks 
being 
as­ 
sessed by careless counties at 6 0 to 
6 5 per cent, instead of at 7 5 , as v ir­ 
tually prov ided by the later edict. The 
full report of the State board’s ac­ 
tion is not receiv ed, but it is known 
that Rush county ’s fate at the hands 
of the board is one of a comparativ e 
few.

A directory of the First Presby ­ 


terian church cov ering from March 


31, 19 12 to April 1, 19 13, has just 
been 
issued. 
Besides 
giv ing the 


names and addresses of the mem­ 


bers, the book contains a brief his­ 
tory of the church and reports on the 


financial condition of the different 
departments. 
The First Presby terian church w’as 
first organized J anuary 22, 18 25 . For 
the first few y ears the church had no 
regular preacher, although the name 
of William Sickles is giv en as the 
first minister. 
Thomas Barr was the 
first minister to be installed. 
The 
oldest member of the church is Mrs. 
Sarah Arnold, who w’as ninety y ears 
old last J une. Mrs. Arnold organized 
the first missionary society in this 
city . 
A page in 
the directory is 
dedicated to Mrs. Arnold. 
On one page is to be found a car­ 
toon drawn by the Rev . J . B. Meach- 
am. 
The cartoon shows a team of 
horses pulling a wagon on which is 
loaded the First Presby terian church. 
Below is the inscription, “ The Secret 
of Success,” and the following: “ No 
Lines! No Whip! No Driv er! It’s 
not the wheels nor the machinery 
that makes a church go. It’s pulling 
together—hard 
work—horse 
sense 
and plenty of religion.” 


Maude 
Ballington 
Booth, 
who 
came to be known among conv icts and 
ev entually elsewhere as the “ little 
mother” of the prison, held an au­ 
dience of 
six teen 
hundred 
people 
spellbound at the ehautauqua y es­ 
terday afternoon as she related ex ­ 
periences from her life and told of 
her life’s work. 
“ When I first entered the 
prison 
sev enteen y ears ago,” said the lec­ 
turer,” I for the first 
time realized 
the horror of it. 
I found then that 
the conv icts were not 
treated 
as 
well as we treat our animals. 
We 
giv e them good food and ex ercise. In 
many prison cells has echoed same 
call that made Lazarus rise up. 
Yet 
the laws of our fair state accords 
ev ery man a fair show.” 
Mrs. Booth described tlie ceils at 
Sing Sing when she first entered the 
work. 
They were dark, small, damp 
with no v entilation and no windows 
where a ray of sunshine could enter. 
In the old day s, she said, the 
con­ 
v icts walked in lock-step and wore 
stripes. 
Once they walked that way , 
she declared, they nev er walk like a 
man again. 
“ Dark dungeons? ” she asked “ Yes, 
not in Spain but in prisons in the 
United States. 
Tortures? 
Yes. 
I 
hav e known men to be hung up by 
their arms until their 
wrists 
were 
broken. 
Beaten? 
Yes, until their 
bodies were black and blue. 
Thank 
God, these are things of the past. 
And I might say in this connection 
that one of the most adv anced states 
in prison reform is y ours. 
“ When a man breaks the law, it 
best for society that he should be 
sent where he is held in self restraint. 
He must pay the penalty for v iolat­ 
ing the law. 
When he enters 
the 
prison ev ery officer from the warden 
down should ask: 
‘What can we do 
to help him? 
What can we do with 
him when the church and state has 
failed? 
“ Instead of branding him a mur­ 
derer, a burglar or whatev er he may 
be, the best 
influences 
should 
be 
brought to bear on him. 
When 
he 
comes forth the world should learn the 
great Christian spirit and forget the 
past. 
He should be 
giv en 
a 
fair 
chance, an opportunity to work and 
begin life ov er again. 
A large per 
cent, if they hav e that chance, will 
make good.” 
Mrs. Booth ex plained the Volun­ 
teer Prisoners League, of which there 
are 
now 
sev enty -eight 
thousand 
members. 
It was formed because of 
the many calls for aid from released 
conv icts. 
The prisoners 
who 
are 
members wear a distinctiv e 
button 
and pledge themselv es to break no 
prison rule. 
The league stimulates 
men to help themselv es and prepare 
for the future, she said. 
Mrs. Booth told of the open homes 
for released conv icts, call deHope 
Hall, which she had established in 
New York, Hlinois, Ohio, and three or 
four oth^r states. 
She 
said 
they 
were made as much 
like 
mother’s 
home as 
possible. 
No 
man pay s 
any thing while he remains in 
one. 
He doesn’t remain in idleness, but 
works on the farms 
in 
connection 
with them. He remains until employ ­ 
ment is found for him.

Booth 
said that

| Will Discuss Pernicious Con- Conference Takes Place

T 


HE most important health con­ 
ference that has ever been held 
in the United States will take 
place in Buffalo, N. Y., Aug. 
25-30, when the fourth international 
congress on school hy giene meets in 
that city . 
It is the most important 
conference, 
because educational ex < 
perts have come to realize that the 
most potent factor in dealing with the 
health problems of any nation is the 
education of the people to know and 
understand the laws and influences 
which govern individual and public 
health. 
Many important public health ami 
hy giene conferences have been held in 
this country and abroad, but hereto­ 
fore all these have dealt principally 
with adult or infant life. 
When the 
individual has reached adult life he 
has attained an age when health edu­ 
cation has to be forced upon him, while 
in infant life .the individual is too 
y oung to receive a lasting impression. 
It is with the school children, then, 
that the most effective and lasting 
work can be accomplished in dealing 
with the health problems that confront 
humanity . Therefore the assertion that 
the fourth international congress on 
school hy giene will be the most im­ 
portant health conference ever held iu 
the United States will find few to con­ 
tradict it. 


The Impo rta nce Rea lized. 
The congress is being conducted un­ 
der the patronage of the president of 
the United States and is being support­ 
ed by practically every civilized govern­ 
ment in the universe, showing that at 
last we are coming to recognize th^ 
value of having a proper foundation 
upon which to build and support the 
health of the individuals who form or 
support the various governments. 
For tjie period of time within the 
recollection of any one living at the 
present date the health of the armies 
and navies of the world has been pre­ 
sided over by the most effective corps 
of medical and health ex perts possible 
to secure. It is but recently , however, 
that the governments of the world 
have begun to learn that those who 
are to be their future citizens should 
receive the same care and considera­ 
tion that is given the armies and na­ 
vies. 
The health of the school child is, in­ 
deed, far more important to the nation 
than that of its fighting men—In the 
nex t generation at least. 
Many governments, like our own. 
make it compulsory for children with­ 
in certain age limits to attend school, 
but until the recent past little thought 
or consideration was given to the con 
ditions which surround the public 
school children of the country from 
the health standpoint, ex cept that 
which was ex erted by the boards of 
education in the different communi­ 
ties. 
Tuberculo sis In Scho o ls. 
It is only w hen such startling reports 
as the following from the Michigan 
state board of health become current 
that the governments, municipal, state 
and national, become activé in dealing 
with these problems: 
“In making a study of the occupa­ 
tional relation to tuberculosis one can­ 
not help being impressed by the fre­ 
quent occurrence of tuberculosis among 


EUGENIC MARRIAGE FAILS. 


H u s b a n d A c c u s e s B rid e an d C o m p a n ­ 
ion of K ic k in g H im Out. 
“Eugenic marriages are a failure,’’ 
according to Edwin Ferron of Ly nn, 
Mass., the first eugenic husband in 
Massachusetts, who nursed a badly 
bruised face while he denounced his 
assailant and his wife. 
Perron was 
married about a month ago, both par­ 
ties producing phy sicians’ certificates 
as to their fitness to marry . 
Perron told the police that he re­ 
turned home to find his house in dark­ 
ness. 
He said that when he entered 
his room a strange man who was with 
his wife leaped at him and hit him, 
knocking him downstairs. 
His wife 
and the stranger fled, according to 
Perron. 
Perron said he and his wife had 
quarreled frequently . 
“I thing eugenic marriages are a 
failure,” reiterated the eugenic hus­ 
band to the police. 


schoolteachers. A careful study of the 
following table will give a very com­ 
prehensive idea of the situation: 
“Over a period of y ears 52.4 per cent 
of the deaths among schoolteachers 
between the ages of twenty -five and 
thirty -four were due to tuberculosis, 
w hile only 25.8 per cent of the deaths 
among all persons iu Michigan be­ 
tween the ages of twenty -live and thir­ 
ty -four were due to this disease. 
Among schoolteachers of all ages 27.6 
per cent of the deaths were due to 
tuberculosis, while among all persons 
of all ages only u.4 per cent were due 
to this disease. 
"This is a matter which should en­ 
gage the active attention not only of 
teachers, but of the patrons of the pub­ 
lic schools. It would appear from our 
data that the conditions under which 
public school teachers labor are condu­ 
cive to tuberculosis. This Is, in a great 
many instances, an easily established 
fact Now, this ought not to be. The 
schoolteacher, who should be consider­ 
ed as the most valuable factor in the 
establishment of an efficient citizen­ 
ship, should not be required to work 
under conditions which are relatively 
more conducive to the occurrence of 
tuberculosis than other professions. 


Preca utio ns Necessa ry . 
••Ex treme precautions should be ob­ 
served by school commissioners and 
boards of education to. prevent teach­ 
ers who are affected with tuberculosis 
from continuing in the service. 
Tins 
should be done in the Interest of the 
teacher and iu the interest of the pu­ 
pils. 
The solution of the situation, 
however, should not rest simply with 
the attempt to prevent infected teach­ 
ers from being employ ed. The school 
officials and the patrons of our public 
schools should be united in an effort to 
remedy the ex isting conditions, that 
the public schoolroom can in no sense 
be considered as a place in which one’s 
health is subjected to unfavorable 
conditions. 
A more active interest in 
considering the principles of proper 
construction, warming, ventilating and 
lighting of school buildings will go a 
great way toward remedy ing this sit­ 
uation.” 


Mo uth Hy g iene Instructio n. 
The above Is one of the strongest 
pleas for teaching mouth hy giene that 
has been published by the health de­ 
partment of any state in the Union. 
The writer has also contended that the 
public sohoolteachers of the country 
are not paid salaries which are com­ 
mensurate with the obligations that 
are placed upon them in the fulfill­ 
ment of their duties. 
If practically three times as many 
schoolteachers are dy ing from tubercu­ 
losis in this country as are people in 
other walks of life, because of the con 
ditions which surround the teachers, 
what must be the effect produced upon 
the schoolteachers of this country by 
the various other germs which are just 
as readiiy transferred from individual 
to individual as are the germs which 
produce tuberculosis? And wThat must 
be the influence upon our boy s and 
girls who are compelled by the various 
governments to attend school from six 
to twelve y ears under the same condi­ 
tions and surrounded by the same in­ 
fluences that surround the teaching 
profession ?

PREPARE FOR NEW FLOOD. 


N ative« of P an am a Are B u ild in g an 
A rk, Im itatin g Noah. 
Word lately arrived iu Panama from 
Penonome, a town in the interior of 
the republic, that Segundo Sanchez, a 
native of that section, has proclaimed 
himself the Messiah. 
He has predicted the destruction of 
the world by a deluge in a short time, 
and some of his eighty adherents are 
engaged in building an ark. while 
others are busy collecting in pairs ani­ 
mals of all species found in their re­ 
gion. 
His followers a iso have armed them

P o s s ib ility of U s i n g R e in d e e r In A l a s ­ 
ka Is B e in g Inv e stig a te d . 
It may be that the purchase of a 
reindeer steak or roast will be possi­ 
ble not very long hence in almost any 
meat market in the United States and 
that venison, now reserved for the 
wealthy , will be within the reach of 
every family . 
Reindeer are multiply ing so rapidly 
on government lands in Alaska that 
T. N. ConwTay , manager in the north­ 
west for Armour & Co., has gone to 
Alaska to investigate the possibility 
of shipping the meat to the United 
States. Before going Mr. Conway said 
the suggestion of using the reindeer as 
a food supply was made by govern­ 
ment representatives to J. Ogden Ar­ 
mour. Mr. Armour believed that, with 
the ex isting transportation facilities, It 
would not be possible to sell the meat 
at retail in eastern cities for less than 
75 cents a pound. 
He referred the 
question to Mr. Conway , however. 
Mr. Conway Is Investigating along 
the arctic circle and along the shores 
of the Bering sea north of Nome, 
where the herds are increasing very 
rapidly . 
It is his opinion that rein­ 
deer, caribou and other animals thriv­ 
ing in the great open regions of north­ 
ern Alaska and Canada will become an 
Important factor in America’s meat 
supply as soon as railway s have been 
ex tended farther into that territory .

BRITISH MINER'S FEATS 
OF MEMORY WONDERFUL 


H i s Strang< s F a c u lty C o m p a r e d W it h 


P e rfo rm a n c e s of the Past. 


A Northumberland (England) quarry 
miner, George Ilarbottle by name, has 
been the subject of many tests lately , 
and he has been proved to be in pos­ 
session of a memory w hich retains an 
indelible impression of every thing he 
hears or reads. 
I|e can repeat half a dozen pages of 
a book without the omission or mis­ 
placing of a single word after he has 
once heard or read them. 
lie is also 
able to repeat long lists of words back­ 
ward or forward .after they have been 
read out to him. For a wager recently 
he read once through a whole pam­ 
phlet of street songs, a task that occu­ 
pied twenty minutes, and then repeat­ 
ed the whole from beginning to end 
without a mistake. 
His gift, though now regarded as 
wonderful, would have been regarded 
as an ordinary accomplishment in old­ 
en times, when men were accustomed 
to train and ex ercise their powers and 
gifts of memory . This was particular­ 
ly the case with the priests of the dif­ 
ferent religious sy stems, as in the ma­ 
jority of instances the contents of the 
sacred books wrere not permitted to be 
committed in writing. 
Thus the Vedas. the Talmud and oth 
er sacred waitings were preserved 
mainly by committing them to mem­ 
ory . Apart from these, however, there 
are many authenticated cases on rec­ 
ord of people in all classes and posi­ 
tions—kings. statesmen, soldiers, art­ 
ists and others—who had remarkably 
trained natural powers of memory . 
“Justus IJpsius, a Flemish writer of 
great celebrity In his time (the elev­ 
enth century ), knew by heart the whc'% 
of Tacitus. 
About the same time a 
French poet of the name of Nicholas 
Bourbon astonished the Parisians by 
reciting accurately the French history 
of Chancellier de Thou and the eulo­ 
gies of Piolo- Giovio,” say s the Stand­ 
ard. 
“Avicenna, the famous Arabian 
phy sician who lived in the eleventh 
century , could repeat word for wdrd 
the whole of Aristotle’s ‘Metaphy sics’ 
and also knew in common with many 
Moslems the whole of the Koran by 
heart 
“George Vogan de Arrezo knewr by 
heart line after line the whole of Ver­ 
gil’s ‘Aeneid,’ which he had learned 
when at school. 
Klopstock, the cele­ 
brated German epic poet, is said also 
to have known the whole of Homer’s 
‘Iliad,’ which he had memorized in 
his school day s. 
“Before the day s of shorthand writ­ 
ing Memory Woodfall used to attend 
the house of commons and after listen­ 
ing to a debate could reproduce the 
whole without taking a single note, a 
power also possessed by William Rad- 
cliffe, the husband of Mrs. Radcliffe, 
the novelist. 


WHEAT OUTLOOK PROMISING. 


Appointed Ten Policewom en. 
May or Harrison of Chicago has ap­ 
pointed ten policewomen in accord­ 
ance with a recent order passed by the 
city council. 
The policewomen will be assigned 
to duty at public bathing, beaches and 
dance halls. Their uniforms have not 
y et been decided upon.

B ig H a r v e s t of 1912. 
Prosperity is indicated by the wheat 
crop prospect. The present outlook for 
the total y ield of spring and winter 
grain is that ihe nation will produce 
as much as It did last y ear, when the 
aggregate was estimated at 730,000,000 
bushels. 
Winter wheat, according to the latest 
government report, indicates a total 
of 483,000,000 bushels compared with 
400,000,000 bushels last y ear. 
Iowa is 
sending flattering reports of the win­ 
ter wffieat y ield. Thrashing machine re­ 
turns in many instances are from forty 
to fifty bushels an acre. The average 
y ield for that state, it is now estimated 
by the state weekly crop bulletin, is 
about thirty bushels an acre. 
Compilations on the government re­ 
port issued some time ago show that 
the spring wheat y ield probably will 
be 248,000,000 bushels instead of 218,- 
000,000 bushels, as was suggested im­ 
mediately after the report became pub­ 
lic. If these later estimates be correct 
the total production of wheat in the 
country will be slightly more than that 
of 19 12, or approx imately 731,000,000 
bushels.

“Woman has been au inferior crea­ 
ture ever since the human race was 
developed, and she must alway s re­ 
main so.

This is au unpro- 
grestave age, and on this ground alone 
can be ex plained the relative success 
of woman in competition with man.” 
That is the opinion just voiced by 
Professor Frederick Starr, who holds 
the chair of anthroj>ology in the uni­ 
versity of Chicago. 
Continuing, the educator said: 
“The nace is at a standstill. We are 
not making progress in really iuipor 
tant fields. 
We are inventing automo­ 
biles and « aeroplanes, it is true, and 
are worshipers of machinery and sy s­ 
tem. 
“But that does not count for the 
true advancement of civilization. Man 
is stagnant. 
The male has dropped 
out of the struggle and until he enters 
It again we shall make no serious ad 
vance. 
U n e q u a l by N ature. 
“Woman by nature Is unequal te 
man in the development of those quali­ 
ties which make for human progress. 
She never has distinguished herself by 
important discoveries in any line oi 
science. 
“As compared with man there never 
was a great woman painter, sculptor, 
musician, architect or scientist. 
She 
has tiewr invented any thing of benefit 
to the race. 
“The elements of sex superiority 
were fix ed back in the vegetable king­ 
dom. and she cannot overcome them. 
She is conspicuous in affairs now only 
because she is play ing an inevitable 
part in a great race ex periment in 
which the activities of man have been 
temporarily abridged. 
“As soon as man resumes his nor­ 
mal stride woman will drop back im­ 
mediately to the natural position of in 
feriority which the female has held 
through all the centuries that life has 
ex isted in the earth.” 


E v o lu t io n S lo w B u t Sure. 
Dr. Cornelia B. Debey , a noted wo­ 
man phy sician, upon being told of the 
professor’s sentiments said: 
“In a general way be is correct, but 
in one great particular he is wrong. 
Woman is evolving slowly and when 
she is of full stature she will be ready 
for larger action. 
“Man to date has had abundant evi­ 
dence of his own superiority , but the 
great issues of life, the human issues— 
the problems of ex istence and adjust­ 
ment, the spiritual problems—will be 
solved by woman. 
The male still be­ 
longs to the crust of filings. 
“The great, large, ‘eternal womanly ,’ 
as Goethe calls it, is the human species 
that will solve the great differences of 
humanity . The very slowness of wom­ 
an’s evolution gives promise of larger 
fulfillments 
This gentleman has mis 
read the scientific evidence. 
He has 
taken the superficial and left the pro 
found. 
“After all, the woman is the mother 
of the babe, and a baby is a greater 
poem than Shakespeare ever wrote, a 
greater creative evidence than man 
ever demonstrated.” 


FACTORIES SUPPLANT FARM. 


A m e r ic a n 
E x p o r t s 
C h a n g in g 
F ro m 
F o o d stu ffs to M a n u fa c tu re s. 
How the United States Is changing 
from a great ex porter in foodstuffs to 
manufactures is shown in every re­ 
port issued nowaday s by the bureau of 
foreign and domestic commerce at 
Washington. The bureau’s latest fig­ 
ures show a growth in ex ports of man­ 
ufactures from $468.000,000 in 19 03 to 
$1,200,000,000 in the fiscal y ear just 
closed and in manufacturers’ mate­ 
rials from $409 .000,000 to $740,000.000, 
while the ex ports of foodstuffs re­ 
mained at a standstill, $510,000.000 
having been the value of the ex ports 
In that line both in 19 13 and in 19 03. 
Fresh beef ex ports have fallen from 
225.000.000 pounds in 19 03 to only 
7.000.000 this last y ear; beef cattle 
from $30,000,00 a decade ago to $1,000,- 
000 in 19 13 and canned beef from 76,- 
000,000 pounds to 7.000,(XX). 
On the 
other hand, iron and steel manufac­ 
tures ex ported increased from $9 7. 
000,000 ten y ears ago to more than 
$300,000,000 this y ear and copper man­ 
ufactures from $40,000.000 to $140.- 
000,000. Machinery increased from $51. 
000.000 to $130.000.000

w ith out h earing all th e w itnesses wh o 
w ere ex pected. It will m eet in Albany 
o n Monday afternoon to consider th e 
nex t step. 
On Monday nigh t, wh en 
th e ex tra session of th e legislature is 
resum ed, a report covering all th at 
th e investigation h as found out up to 
th is tim e will be subm itted to both 
bouses. 
No form al recom m endation 
will accom pany it, as Ch airm an Fraw- 
iey believes th a t th e com m ittee is not 
so empowered. 
T h ere is, h owever, good reason to 
believe th at th e 
report itself 
will 
am ount to a dem and for im peach m ent 
and th a t after receiving it th ere will 
be noth ing for th e lower h ouse to do 
b ut order th at Governor Sulzer be put 
o n trial before th e court of im peach ­ 
m ent, wh ich consists of th e senate and 
th e court of appeals, sitting togeth er. 
H um iliating for th e governor were 
disclosures th at h e, th e self-confessed 
poor man and com rade of th e poor, not 
only h ad such good financial standing 
th a t h e was able to owe th e firm of 
H arris & Fuller $56 ,9 8 7 on 
Jan. 1, 
w h en h e was a representative in con­ 
gress, but th at h e was a steady loser 
in th e m arket, and after sh arp and un­ 
com plim entary dunning by th e brokers 
th e pay m ent of h is debt was com plet­ 
ed by h is business partner, ex -Gover- 
nor A. E. Spriggs of M ontana, wh o de­ 
posited $5,000 to th e governor's ac­ 
co unt, and by Louis M. Joseph th al, 
wh o cam e to th e governor’s rescue on 
J uly 19 of th is y ear by closing th e Sul­ 
zer account wdth a pay m ent of $26 ,7 49 . 
Mr. Joseph th al, wh o is th e h ead of a 
bro kera g e 
firm, was th e only m em ber 
o f G overnor Dix ’s staff wh o was a p­ 
po inted to the sta ff o f Go v erno r Sul­ 
zer. 
Even m ore interesting for its bear­ 
ing on th e accusation th at th e gover­ 
nor used cam paign contributions for 
private speculation or investm ent was 
th e revelation of h is 
account with 
Boy er, Griswold & Co. By th e w itness, 
C h arles A. Rey nolds, wh o was cash ier 
of th at now non-ex istent brokerage 
firm , it was brough t out th at on Oct. 
16 F rederick L. Colwell, proved to 
h a te been th e agent of Governor Sul­ 
zer in anoth er transaction, bough t 200 
sh ares of 
Big Four stock for $12,025. 
It was paid for on th e sam e day with 
eig h t ch ecks and $7 ,125 in cash . 
One 
o f th ose ch ecks, for $100, was given to 
Mr. Sulzer specifically for cam paign 
purposes, according to th e testim ony 
of Ly man A. Spaulding, th e giver.

w as a p art of a sum th at was raised 
for th e candidate at a little contribu­ 
tion party at th e M anh ttan club e a rly 
in October.

As the in v estig ation drag s alon g 
the thin kin g an d patriotic American 
mu st n ecessarily ask him self: “Y\ hat 
is the u se of it all?” Here is the 
form er serv an t of a body of repu t­ 
able bu sin ess men , employ ed to g o 
abou t the cou n try in their in terest. 
He loses his job, an d after try in g for 
a y ear to g et it back, by methods 
which seem to sav or mu ch of black­ 
mail, he frames a scan dalou s tale 
about his employ ers an d employ men t 
for mon ey an d rev en g e. 
His tale an d his cart load of “let­ 
te rs” hav e so far rev ealed n o proof 
of corru ption of Con g ressmen by his 
former employ ers, throu g h him or 
an y body . 
Mu ch has been made of 
the fin an cial help g iv en by his former 
employ ers to Con g ressmen in their 
campaig n s. 
Su ppose these tales are 
true, W hat does it amou n t to? Take 
the Littlefield case for ex ample. 
Mr. Littlefield v ote^ his con v ic­ 
tion s in a way which chau sed him to be 
den ou n ced as “an en emy of labor.” 
Samu el Gompers an d his associates 
set ou t to defeat him.

A lot of mon ey for that pu rpose. The 
employ ers’ u n ion spen t mon ey to meet 
this attack. 
W hat did the employ ers’ u n ion do 
that the labor u n ion s didn ’t do? An d 
what , was the differen ce in moral 
tu rpitu de, if it l)e wron g an d base to 
spen d y ou r mon ey to promote y ou r 
political prin ciples an d elect the men 
who represen t them, between the con ­ 
du ct of the employ ers’ u n ion an d the 
labor u n ion ? 
Here is an association of bu s­ 
in ess men who are reg arded as 
repu table in their own commu n i­ 
ties. 
They n u mber some 3,8 00. 
These in du stries prov ide work 
an d wag es for 3,000,000 citizen s. 
They pay an n u ally in wag es 
from $1,500,000,000 to $2,000,-

an t part of the machin ery of 
the “American opportu n ity .” 
The men who con du ct these in du st­ 
ries an d whose abilities hav e made 
them su ccessfu l ex ercise their rig ht 
to g o, or sen d ag en ts, to Washin g ton 
to speak with the lawmakers abou t 
their bu sin ess affairs. They are con ­ 
fron ted with org an ized efforts to ob­ 
tain leg islation detrimen tal to their 
rig ht to man ag e their own bu sin ess 
an d their property rig hts. 
They or­ 
g an ize to meet this assau lt. 
Mon ey 
is spen t by the other side, an d they 
spen d mon ey on their side. 
There is 
no tan g ible ev iden ce that it was 
spen t corru ptly . 
That is the whole 
case so far. 
That is all. 
W hat is the u se of try in g to repre­ 
sent these men as crimin als— as cor­ 
rupters of 
the fountains of law? 
What is the use of try ing to tear 
down men an d institutions whose a c­ 
tiv ities hav e helped to build up the 
country and promoted prosperity ? 
If they hav e been guilty of any crime 
the courts of justice are open for 
their punishment.

In the on e the 
preacher kn ows that the hearer ap­ 
plies the adv ice to his n eig hbor, bu t 
the prison ers takes it to himself. She 
declared it to be the most u pliftin g , 
sweet an d en joy able u n dertakin g . 
Mrs. Booth said an y released con ­ 
v ict was receiv ed in Hope Hall, re­ 
g ardless of relig ion or belief.

is bu t on e pre-requ isite, she assert­ 
ed, an d th at is the can didate mu st 
hav e don e a t least 
on e 
“tu rn ” 
in 
prison . 
She said they were n ot pa­ 
raded on the platform, althou g h a t­ 
tempts had been made to in du ce her 
o do so, because they shou ld n ot be 
made as n otoriou s in 
reforms 
as 
they were in their former life. 
She 
declared that the v eil mu st be drawn 
ov er the g rewsome thin g s an d they 
mu st be made to forg et the past. 
Mrs. Booth told of Rain bow Home, 
a farm which she established in New 
York state for prison children . 
She 
recalled a three-y ear-old prison -born 
boy which was en tru sted to her care 
an d who arou sed the idea of a home 
for prison children becau se there was 
n o place she cou ld leav e him. 
She 
aid when he first was established in 
the home, he would ru n for g reat dis­ 
tan ces an d would retu rn an d n ev er 
u tter a word. 
The su perin ten den ts 
cou ld n ot accou n t for it at first. Fi­ 
n ally they discov ered that

way he g av e v en t to his feelin g s. He 
lad been shu t between walls all his 
ife an d did n ot kn ow what the free­ 
dom of ou tdoors wras.

mark on the older boy s,” she eon tiu - 
ed.

an d make g ood.” 
Mrs. Booth said that 
there were 
v ery few women *in state prison s. In 
the New York state prison s there are 
fou r thou san d men an d a hu n dred 
an d fifty women . 
She said she did 
n ot kn ow the reason u n less the wo­ 
men are better or becau se the men 
are on the ju ries. 
She said the best 
su ccess had been obtain ed by placin g 
released women con v icts in domestic 
serv ice. 
Mrs. Booth told a pathetic story 
of a y oung French girl who was, by 
honied words, had been induced to 
come to America with a man. 
She 
was taken to the tenderloin district 
of New York and the man liv ed off 
her earnings. 
Finally she was ca st 
into the street, and if she did 
not 
bring home enough 
money 
in 
the 
ev ening, she was beat by the man 
who had married her. One day , driv ­ 
en to despair, she purchased a rev ol­ 
v er and shot her husband. 
She was 
indicted for first degree murder and 
giv en the minnimum sentence, fiv e 
y ears. 
It was then that she came into the 
life of Mrs. Booth who learned her 
story . Before her 
time 
had 
been 
serv ed out, Mrs. Booth procured a 
pardon for her and she was sent to 
a country home where she became a 
most ex cellent, lov able woman 
and 
found a man who really lov ed and 
finally married her. 
She 
described 
the many efforts that were made to 
reach the girl that money might be 
made off 
her 
past 
history . 
Mrs. 
Booth was successful in av oiding all 
adv enturers. 
“ It disgusted me,” commented Mrs. 


Booth,” to see the impression people 
hav e of conv icts. They think only of 
the sheckles that may be realized. 
But they need a new heart that they 
may face the world all ov er again.” 
“Bu t people say con v icts feel they 
hav e don e an in ju stice,” 
said 
Mrs. 
Booth later. 
They poin t 
ou t 
that 
con v icts criticize the ju dg e an d ju ry 
an d that I am u n holdin g them 
Bu t 
men shou ld n ot break law with im­ 
pu n ity . 
They shou ld su ffer. It’s the

commu n ities.

con v ict comes ou t, hav in g learn ed his 
lesson an d ready to face the world 
an ewT.” 
Mrs. Booth said she had been told 
that the law shou ld be 
u pheld, an d 
he ag reed, bu t that there were man y 
in stan ces where the law has don e in ­ 
ju stices. 
She fou n d in on e state that a man 
had been sen ten ced for 
9 9 9 
y ears 
for committin g mu rder an d 
in 
an ­ 
other in stan ce that man 
had 
been 
sen ten ced by a ju ry in stead of the 
ju dg e. 
She said 
the 
person 
who 
passed sen ten ce on a prison er shou ld 
be most learn ed in the law an d that 
this was a g ross miscarriag e of ju s­ 
tice. 
She told the story of Jimmie, ag e 
thirteen y ears, who was sen ten ced to 
prison in Tex as for shootin g his bru ­ 
tal dru n ken father after his father 
had beaten him terribly . 
She poin ted 
ou t that the boy was n ot taken to 
ju v en ile cou rt an d sen t to a reform 
school, bu t that he was taken in to a 
cou rt, charg ed with first-deg ree mu r­ 
der, an d sen ten ced to prison alon g 
with all g u ilty men . 
Mrs. Booth met him when he was 
thirty -fiv e y ears of ag e an d chan ced 
to hear his story . 
Athou g h it was 
ou t of her lin e of work, she recited 
the story to the Gov ern or an d im­ 
plored his forg iv en ess.

Crawford on his arriv al. “I n ev er wore 
a coMar. n ev er saw a train of cars an d 
hardly ev er spoke to a white man .

A qu arter of a cen tu ry ag o 1 was a 
y oun g man , an d 1 was dy in g of con ­ 
sumption . 1 heard that the climate of 
Africa would be g ood for my trouble, 
an d 1 wen t tbere as a mission ary .

stru ck in to the heart of the cou n try 
alon e an d liv ed by my rifle. 


B la c k s a M a gn ifice n t Race. 
“I foun d the black men in Africa a 
mag n ificen t race,” Mr. Crawford con ­ 
tin u ed. 
“I settled amon g the Luban 
tribes. 
There are abou t a million of 
these people. They speak a won derfu l 
lan g uag e, which it took me y ears to 
learn . 
There arq twen ty -three ten ses 
of the v erb an d the n oun has n in eteen 
g en ders. 
I tran slated the Bible in to 
the Luban lan g u ag e an d also wrote a 
g rammar, which, in complete thou g h it 
is, g iv es a pretty g ood idea of the 
ton g u e.” 
"Did y ou fin d an y of these peoples 
can n ibals?” Mr. Crawford was asked. 
“Very few.” he replied, “an d it may 
in terest y ou to kn ow that there is n o 
such thin g as a female can n ibal. 
Al­ 
thou g h the men may eat hu man flesh 
the women of the same tribe n ev er do. 
The women are fu rther adv an ced than 
the men an d they ban d tog ether to pro­ 
tect- 4$» en te&v es from ‘man the mon ­ 
ster.' 
Yesq'-the mov emen t for equal 
su ffrag e is. probably stron g er In Cen ­ 
tral Affjca 
than an y where in the 
world.” 


A d v ise d A g a in st C o n ve rsio n . 
“An d were y ou able to con v ert tbq*e 
people to Christian ity ?” 
“The tribesmen with whom 1 made 
my residen ce were ready to profess 
Christian ity , bu t I dissu aded them 
fn iTrpTtr They would hav e been but 
n omin al Christian s, an d 1 feared that 
a chan g e of faith would resu lt in their 
destru ction . 
Un less y ou hav e seen 
them as they are y ou can hav e bu t a 
fain t con ception of these black men in 
their n atu ral 
state. 
The ‘civ ilized’ 
blacks hav e picked up all y ou r v ices 
an d few of y ou r v irtu es. Bu t the n eg ro 
u n der n atu ral con dition s possesses a 
cu ltu re of his own . He has a defin ite 
an d delig htfu l code of etiqu ette.” 
Mr. Crawford said that after his 
v isit to this cou n try was ov er he would 
retu rn to Africa to liv e ag ain amon g 
the people with whom he has chosen 
to spen d the g reater part of his life.

The 
prin ce was much impressed by these 
proceedin g s, an d when he 
stood up to 
respon d to the toast of his health In ­ 
stead of making a speech he gav e 
three mighty roars and three wags.

United States secretary o f agri­ 
culture Ho usto n believes 
that 
the 
teaching if agriculture in the public 
scho o ls will 
eventually 
so lve 
the 
pro blem as to how* the so ns o f fa r­ 
mers may be persuaded to remain 
o n the 
farms. 
Investigatio ns re­ 
cently made by the department o f 
agriculture sho w that marked pro ­ 
gress in this directio n is already be­ 
ing made. 
Sixteen y ears ago agri­ 
culture was no t being taught in a 
single public scho o l in 
the 
United 
States. 
To day the subject is being 
taught in mo re than two tho usand 
public high scho o ls. 
This rapid gro wth o f facilities fo r 
teaching agriculture has no t extend­ 
ed o ver the who le o f this sixteen- 
y ear perio d, but has been mo re mark­ 
ed in the last fo ur y ears and mo st 
rapid in the last two 
y ears. 
Fo ur 
y ears ago the agricultural educatio n 
service in the o ffices o f experiment 
statio ns listed less than three hun­ 
dred and fifty institutio ns as teach­ 
ing agriculture; two y ears ago , less 
than nine hundred; 
now', abo ut two 
tho usand six hundred.. 
And while sixteen y ears 
ago , o r 
even ten y ears ago , the public high 
scho o ls were hardly tho ught 
o f as 
effective agencies fo r the educatio n 
o f the rural peo ple alo ng vo catio nal 
lines, at the present time.they co n­ 
stitute mo re than 8 0 per cent, o f the 
agencies engaged in teaching agri­ 
culture, no t including, o f co urse, the 
o ne-teacher 
elementary 
scho o ls, 
which have never been listed by the 
department. 
There are several ty pes o f seco nd­ 
ary scho o ls in which agriculture is 
taught. 
First in o rder o f establish­ 
ment and in 
value o f agricultural 
equipment 
are 
the 
agricultural 
scho o ls co nnected with state agricul­ 
tural co lleges, as in Minneso ta and 
thirty -six 
o ther 
states. 
These 
scho o ls use the land, live sto ck, farm 
equipment and labo rato ries o f 
the 
agricultural co lleges, and their class­ 
es are largely taught by pro fesso rs 
and instructo rs in 
the 
agricultural 
co lleges. 
Seco ndly , there are the 
separate 
agricultural scho o ls, which 
include 
co unty scho o ls, like tho se in 
Mary ­ 
land, Michigan, Mississippi, 
No rth 
Caro lina and 
Wisco nsin; 
co ngres­ 
sio nal district scho o ls, as 
in 
Ala­ 
bama and Geo rgia; judicial district 
scho o ls, as in Oklaho ma, and scho o ls 
serving larger districts, so metimes a 
who le state, as in Arkansas, Califo r­ 
nia, Co lo rado , Massachusettes, Min­ 
neso ta, New Yo rk, Pennsy lvania and 
Vermo nt. 
These scho o ls have been 
established primarily fo r the purpo se 
o f teaching agriculture. 
The third 
ty pe o f scho o l is 
the 
public 
high 
scho o l in which a department o f ag­ 
riculture has been established o r a 
teacher o f agriculture emplo y ed, o r 
an agricultural co urse co nducted by 
a science teaching with so me 
agri­ 
cultural training. 
Eleven statës have appro priated 
funds to enco urage the teaching o f 
agriculture in existing 
public 
high 
scho o ls, and o ne o r two o thers have 
granted 
subsidies 
fo r 
co nducting 
teachers’ training co urses in wdiich 
agriculture is o ne o f the subjects o f 
instructio n. Virginia w as first o f the 
eleven stales to make a specific ap­ 
pro priatio n fo r the teaching o f agri­ 
culture in public high scho o ls. 
In 19 08 the Virginia assembly ap­ 
pro priated $20,000 
to 
enable 
thè 
state bo ard o f educatio n to 
begin 
co urses in agriculture, ho me eco ­ 
no mics and manual training in 
at 
least o ne public high scho o l in each 
o f the ten co ngressio nal districts o f 
the state, and in 19 12 increased the 
ap pro priatio n to $65,000, including 
$25,09 0 to aid the scho o ls in pro vid­ 
ing buildings 
and equipment, 
and 
$10,000 fo r extensio n wo rk to be 
co nducted by them. 
There is uo th- 
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ing in the legislatio n to indicate ho w 
much mo ney each scho o l shall re­ 
ceive, because the number o f scho o ls 
to be aided, and hence the amo unt 
available fo r each, is no t stipulated, 
this who le matter being left to the 
discretio n o f the state bo ard o f edu­ 
catio n. 
At the present time, how*- 
ever, ten scho o ls, o ne in each co n­ 
gressio nal district, are dividing the 
funds equally .

scho o ls—two -thirds o f the to tal ex­ 
penditure fo r instructio n in agricul­ 
ture, ho me eco no mics and mechanics 
arts, but no t to exceed $500 a y ear 
to any o ne scho o l. 
In 
19 12 
eight 
scho o ls in Maine received state aid 
fo r agriculture. 
Minneso ta passed ail act giving 
$2,500 to each o f ten high, graded, 
o r co nso lidated rural scho o ls main­ 
taining co urses in agriculture, ho me 
eco no mics, and manual training, and 
the wTo rk o f these ten scho o ls pro ved 
to be so po pular that in 19 11 the leg­ 
islature extended state aid 
at 
the 
rate o f $2,500 a y ear to twenty addi­ 
tio nal scho o ls and also passed an­ 
o ther act giving $1,000 a y ear to 
each o f fifty scho o ls to aid in main­ 
taining co urses in agriculture, 
and 
either in ho me eo no mics o r in manual 
training. 
The scho o ls fo r Minneso ta 
were no t slo w to take advantage o f 
the o ppo rtunities fo r state aid, and 
as so<^n as the funds were available 
a full quo ta o f scho o ls, eighty in all, 
had qualified to receive them. 
In 19 10 Lo uisiana, Mary land, and 
New Yo rk passed so mewhat similar 
lawrs. Lo uisiana first appro priated a 
lump 
sum—$2,500

y ear—to be 
used by the state bo ard o f educatio n 
in subsidizing high scho o ls, maintain - 
i 
ing agricultural departments, but has

since do ubled the appro priatio n. No t! 
mo re than twenty scho o ls were t<*

but the j 
number has co nsiderably increased 
since then, so that in 19 12, twenty - 
five scho o ls were o n the list. 
Mary land gives state aid to 
its 
public high scho o ls to enco urage the 
giving o f go o d salaries to teachers 
and to stimulate the establishment o f 
co urses in agriculture, ho me eco no m­ 
ics and manual training. Six scho o ls 
qualified fo r state aid under this act 
in 19 12, and fo ur o r five o thers have 
qualified fo r the scho o l y ear just o p­ 
ened. 
In New Yo rk the legislature 
o f 19 10 made pro visio n that any city 
scho o l o r unio n free scho o l maintain­ 
ing fo r a minimum o f 
thirty -eight 
weeks in a y ear independently o rga­ 
nized scho o ls 
o f 
agriculture, 
me­ 
chanical arts, and ho me making, and 
emplo y ing o ne teacher who se w*ork is 


devo ted exclusively to such 
scho o l, 
and having at least twenty -five pu­ 
pils, sho uld receive $500 fo r each 
such independent 
department, 
and 
the further sum o f $200 fo r each 
additio nal department teacher.

WILLING TO LEND SUPPORT 


It Is Intimated in W ashington That 


Already the State Department Has 
Received Assurances From European 


Nations of Their Sym pathy in the 


Present Effort to Secure Mediation 


of Mexico’s Standing Quarrel. 


* W ashington, 
Aug. 
9 —The 
state 
departm ent is counting on the sup* 
port of the active co-operation of the 
powers of the world in b ringing ab out 
the success of John Lind’s peaceful 
mission to Mexico. This explains why 
Washington officials are practically ig­ 
noring the present defiant attitude of 
President Huerta and have instructed 
the president’s special agent to con­ 
tinue his journey to Mexico City . 
It 
accounts for the spirit of optimism 
which the president and his advisers 
have shown in the face of most dis­ 
couraging developments from Mexico 
City . 
It was learned that as soon as Pres­ 
ident Wilson’s proposals for a peace­ 
ful solution of the Mexican situation 
have b een laid b efore H uerta they will 
b e transm itted to the great nations of 
the world. The president and his cab ­ 
inet are rely ing cn the expression then 
of a world-wide opinion to compel Hu» 
erta to make concessions in the inter­ 
est of order and constitutional govern­ 
ment. 
It would not b e surprising if 
the United States government had al­ 
ready received informal assurances 
from European nations of their sy m­ 
pathy and willingness to lend support 
in the present effort toward mediation. 
Instead of taking offense at the de­ 
fiant note from the Mexican govern­ 
m ent declaring the presence of John 
Lind in that country “undesirab le,” 
the administration is endeavoring to 
appease the anger aroused in Mexico 
City b y 
President 
Wilson's 
policy . 
Representations 
are 
in 
progress 
through the American emb assy which 
have for their purpose the smoothing 
away of what is characterized as “mis­ 
understanding'’ on the part of the Mex­ 
ican government. 
Secretary 
Bry an 
has made pub lic this answ er to the 
note of defiance which has b een re­ 
ceived b y this government from Presi­ 
dent Huerta: 
“The statem ent of the 
Mexican foreign office was b ased on 
misrepresentations for which this gov­ 
ernm ent is not responsib le. 
In send­ 
ing Governor Lind as adviser to the 
emb assy the president is entirely with­ 
in his rights and this departm ent will 
not assume that his going will b e re­ 
garded as unfriendly when the char­ 
acter of his mission is understood.” 
The 
b attleship 
New 
Hampshire, 
which is convey ing Mr. Lind to Vera 
Cruz is expected to reach that port 
this afternoon. 
Lind 
prob ab ly will 
reach Mexico City Sunday . The presi­ 
dent hopes through the proposals car­ 
ried b y Lind to b ring ab out the sus­ 
pension of hostilities in Mexico, an 
agreem ent from Huerta that he will 
not b e a candidate for election to the 
presidency and finally the holding of 
an election in the near future in the 
understanding that the United States 
will recognize the government thus 
created. 
Administration officials still 
are confident of the ultimate success 
of this plan and that H uerta will see 
things in a different light. 
Washing 
ton had b een considerab ly puzzled over 
this hopefulness on the iwirt of the 
president and his advisers until it b e­ 
came known that they are counting 
very materially on the support of the 
other great nations of the world. Just 
how 
this 
support will 
b e 
b rought 
ab out, especially from nations that al­ 
ready have recognized the Huerta gov­ 
ernment, has not b een made known.
